This doesn't even make sense if the bulls peak at that age and yet
your oldest age-class harvest objective is 7-8 Yr. old bulls. | have never
heard of a Trophy Mature Bull having their teeth come back at an age
anything short of 8 years old. In fact, the 360+ bulls that | am aware of are
all older than 8 years. The Manti has seemed to have become
disproportionately more popular a unit despite the fact that the age class is
5-6-year-old bulls. Given its popularity, the "guaranteed permit" point
accumulation (waiting years) sits around 20-22. With hunters waiting this
long to pursue a Trophy Class Bull | feel that the age class objective should
be pushed back up into the 7-8-year-old bulls. Is the unit utilized as more
of an "opportunity" unit because of its vast size vs. true age-class objective
management?
